THE NEXT HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 


Will Be Democratic According to All 


Estimates Made—Howthe Lines Will 
Be Drawn in the Different States. 


Washington, October 18.—(Special.)—It is 
probable that Secretary of the Treasury 
John G. Carlisle will visit the Dixie fair at 
Macon next week. @ 

Several months ago the secretary prom- 
ised Judge Preach Hardeman and Mr. 
Washington Dessau that if possible he 
would go to the fair in Macon. Since that 
time he Nas received several letters urging 
him to visit Macon and he is just now very 
much in the humor of making the trip. 
Trough he has not definitely fixed a date, 
he will accept the invitation during next 
week unless some important business pre- 
vents. 

One or two other cabinet officers and sev- 
eral friends will perhaps accompany him, 
The Congressional Outlook. 

Senator Faulkner, chairman of the demo- 
cratic campaign committee, has returned 
from e brief visit to New York. Ile feels 
very much encouraged at the outlook in the 
congressional contests and predicts th: 
the democrats will carry the next house 
by from twenty-five to thirty-five majority. 

Notwithstanding 
he believes Hill will carry New York and 
that the democrats will elect seventeen con- 
gressme*n from that state. 

The news from Representative Wilson's 
district in West Virginia is that he will 
win by a good majority. Mr. Wilson is mak- 
ing a gallant fight, and notwithstanding the 
great pile of money the republicans are 
throwing into the district, he will win. 

The democrats will perhaps lose several 
districts in Ohio, but are sure to carry six 
and the prospects are in,favor of Tom John- 
son winning in the Clevéland district, which 
will make seven. 

In Missouri everything is favorable to the 
democrats carrying every one of the fifteen 
districts, though it is just possible we may 
lose one. 

In Pilinois we should nct lose over one 
district now held by the democrats. We 
have thirteen democrats from Illinois now. 
That we will have twelve next time is a 
safe estimate. 

In Maryland the democrats count safely 
upon five out of the six districts. In New 
Jersey, however, we will perhaps lose two 
districts now held, but will elect three con- 
gressmen from that state. . 

In Thdiana we should hold the eleven we 
now have. Eight of them are certain. 

And so it goes. We will lose some in the 

east, but, with the exception of Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota, we will practi- 
cally hold our own in the west. Having 
about a hundred majority in the present 
house, the demoerats can afford to lose 
many districts now held and then have a 
majority of the house. 

The next senate is certain to be demo- 
cratic, though it may see the pyrotechnic 
Ingalls, of Kansas, back in the body. In- 
galls is now stumping Kansas making free 
silver speeches and roping for the senator- 
ship. As a great majority of the populists 
are old republicans, he may catch the sena- 
torial steer. In the event he is elected, it 
will be to succeed Martin. 

The democrats will gain a setator in Del- 
aware, to succeed Higgins, and Bryan will 
probably be elected in Nebraska to succeed 
Paddock. EK. W. B.

Straus Will Not Be a Candidate Un- 
less Hill Will Accede to His Request. 
New ‘York, October 18.—No progress has 

been made toward harmonizing the demo- 

cratic factions .m the congressional dis- 
tricts of this city, which was so urgently 
recommended by Chairman Faulkner. Mr. 

Faulkner, in an address today, says: 

“In eight of the nine districts, comprised 
exclusively within the city of New York, 
there are opposition democratic candidates. 
Tammany. was first in the field with its 
nominations, and for one reason or another 
had turned down about half of the delega- 
tion. John DeWitt Warner was elbowed 
into his nomination in the thirteenth dis- 
trict -hy .the transfer of Amos J. Cum- 


‘mings, of the eleventh Gistrict. E. J. Dun- 


phy, who has contumaciously defied Tam- 
many, is retired. T. J. Campbell was con- 
sidered to have held his full share of hon- 
or and dignity, and the nomination in his 
district was given to H. C. Miner. Bourke 
Cockran was shelved, as it is alleged, by 
the express direction’ of Mr. Croker, to 
make place for G. B, McClellan, the young 
member of the board of aldermen; and the 
son of the general of the same name and 
some other nominations were made.

McKinley’s Appointments. 


Governor McKinley will begin his New 
York campaign on the 2th instant, when 
he will speak in the afternoon at- Dunkirk. 
In the evening he will appear at a mon- 
ster meeting in Buffalo. At noon on the 
26th he will speak at Utica, and at Syra- 
cuse the same évening. He will end his 
work in the state on the 27th, but he is 
booked’ for no less than seven meetings 
that day, besides one in Pniladeiphia. He 
will leave Syracuse ona special train, and 
the first stop will be at Little Falls, where 
he will address a meeting from the rear 
of the train. He will then speak at the 
following places, where stops will be made: 
Fonda, Amsterdam, Schenectady, Hudson 
and Poughkeepsie. He will then cross the 
river to Newburg and there make his last 
speech in the state. From Newburg Gov- 
ernor McKinley will take a West Shore 
train for Jersey City, where a _ special 
train will take him to Philadelphia about 
9 o'clock fn the evening, but in time to 
make his arrangements for the most im- 
portant address of the day. On Monday 
he- will continue his work in Pennsylvania. 

E. P. Wheeler has accepted the nomina- 
tion for governor of the state of New 
York on the third party ticket. His letter 
of acceptance to Chairman Charles 8. Fair- 
child was made public today. 

Up to 10:30 o'clock tenight no word has 
been received from Senator Hill in reply tu 
the letter sent him by Nathan Straus. The 
belief at the Straus headquarters was that 
Hill would not grant the request. 

Pleading with Straus. 

Mr. Straus said emphatically at a confer- 
ence held at the Union square, late in the 
afternoon, that he would not modify his 
demand. All the leaders of Tammany plead- 
ed with him to change his attitude, but he 
had but one reply and that was that his 
mind was made up and that he would not 
alter it and had no other answer. 

The conference of the leaders was a warm 
one. There were present all of the lights 
of Tammany hall.. Among them were May- 
or Gilroy, Hugh J. Grant, James J. Martin, 
Delancy Nicoll, John Bowers and Nathan 
Straus. The conference lasted from 5 un- 
til 7 o’clock. Fach and every one of them 
pleaded with Straus, pointed out to him 
how critical the situation was and urged 
upon him the importance of going slowly 
in a matter so grave. Nothing that was 
said by any of those present moved Mr. 
Straus in the least from his determination 
to get off the ticket unless his demand was 
acceded to. He refused even to consider 
the matter. Seeing th@® there was no 
chance of changing his mind, the matter of 
another candidate was then discussed, for 
there seemed to be no doubt in the minds of 
the leaders that another man would have 
to be selected to head the local ticket. They 
felt that Hill would not give in and they-}s 
knew that Straus would not. 

The batteries were next turned on Grant. 
He was urged to accept the place held by 
Straus, but his replies’to these propositions 
were as unsatisfactory as those furnished 
the leaders by Straus. When the confer- 
ence came to a close the leaders wes@ sure 
of but one thing, and that was that Straus 
would not run unless the Grace names were 
discarded. 

At a late hour the opinion was that noth- 
ing ‘would be heard tonight. 

Hill Replies to Straus. 

Rochester, N. Y., October 18.—N. UL. Kin- 
head, secretary to Mr. Straus, the Tam- 
many candidate for mayor of New York 
city, arrived here this afternoon and as 
soon as Senator Hill reached the Powers 
hotel he sent to Senator Hill's soom a com- 
munication from Mr. Straus, in “which 
Straus said he would not run for mayor on 
the Tammany ticket in case Mr. Hill al- 
lowed his name to head the Grace-Fairchild 
New York county ticket. Mr. Hill denied 
himself to all comers and in the seclusion 
of his room wrote an answer to Mr. Straus’s 
ccmmunication, which was given to Mr. 
Kinhead to take to Mr. Straus. Mr. Kin- 
head left here at 7:20 o’clock for New York 
city, but refused to make any statement 
regarding the nature of his mission. Sena- 
tor Hill also refused to be interviewed on

Rochester, N. Y¥., October 18.—More than 
3,000 people heard D. B. Hill at the Lyteum 
theater this afternoon. He spoke for an 
hour and a half, referring particularly to 
the apportionment issue, the excise ques- 
tion, the record of the party on the tariff 
bill, and the democratic administration. His 
ref neces to “fou: patriotic president” were 
louat} cheered, but the greatest enthusiasm 
was evoked when he referred to the de- 
mocracy as opposed to religious intolerance, 
He was pale and was fatigued. 


GUARDED BY SOLDIERS. 


Dolby, the Brute, Is Taken to the Ohio 
Penitentiary. 

Columbus, 0O., October 18.—The special 
train bearing Sheriff Cook and Deputy 
Sheriff Bostwick, of Fayette county, with 
the negro rapist prisoner, William Dolby, 
alias Jasper, in custody, aYrived here. at 
7 o’clock this morning. The. frain bore 
also six companies of the fourteenth regi- 
ment—all local companies—the remainder 
of the troop being left at Washington 
courthouse. The train was stopped near 
the state prison and the sheriff and his 
deputy, with the prisoner in custody, walk- 
ed hurriedly unguarded to the main en- 
trance, and in a few moment’s Dolby was 
behind the great stone wall of the peni- 
tentiary, where he will spend the next 
twenty years of his life at hard labor. 

Quite a crowd was collegted at the cen- 
tral station to see the prisoner and were 
disappointed to see only the soldiers when 
the train drew in. The crowd was a curi- 
ous one, however, and no violence to the 
prisoner would have been attempted if he 
had been. brought to the union station in 
the train. 

The trip from Washington Courthouse 
was without incident. The mob was eas- 
ily controlled when the reinforcements of 
the military arrived at Washington Court- 
house at 3:30 o’clock p. m. They gatheréd 
in little knots but ‘offered no resistance. 
The prisoner was at once taken from the 
jail and placed upon the train and the 
journey here: was begun, Colonel Coit did 
not order the cartridges taken from the 
rifles until a coal schute two miles north 
of Wrshington Courthouse. was passed, as 
there Sheriff Cook feared an attack upon 
the train might be made, but the train 
was not molested. .

Little Hope for Him. 
" London, October 18.—A reporter at Livadia, 
of The British Medical Journal, telegraphs 
that as the result of interviews with the

The czar’s trip to Livadia has benefited 
him in some ways, but he grows weaker 
and there is little hope of his ultimate re- 
covery, unless he gets into a warmer cli- 
mate and refrains absolutely from the trans- 
action of state business. 

Professor Leyden thinks Teneriffe or Oro- 
tava, in the Canary island, would be prefer- 
able to Corfu as a wintering place for the 
czar, but the distance and the patient’s 
weakness render it hardly possible for him 
to be taken there. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg this morn- 
ing confirms the report that the czar’s trip 
to Corfu has been abandoned, 

Cannot Live Many Days. 

Berlin, October 18.—A private dispatch 
from Livadia says that the czar’s family 
and attendants are unanimous in the belief 
that he cannot live many days. The disor- 
ders affecting his heart are growing serious. 

Father Cavan, of Cronstadt, who is cele- 
brated and revered throughout Russia for 
the supposed efficacy of his prayers at the 
bedside of the sick, has started for Livadia. 
M. Muhneoff, minister of justice, who has 
been abroad recently, arrived here in haste 
today. He came in response to an urgent 
call for hig presence during the expected 
crisis. 

All. political questions are in abeyearica, 
even the protection of foreigners in China, 
inasmuch as the foreign office is unsettled. 
St. Petersburg has not been so shaken witl 
anxiety for years. 

A Change for the Worse. 

The last bulletin tonight was posted at 
the street corners throughout the city. It 
was read by anxious crowds. The text is: 

‘The condition of the czar has changed 
markedly for the worse. *Genergl debility 
and weakness of the heart are increasing.”

MANUFACTURERS 


ARE PUZZLED 


At the Action of the Weavers—Situna- 
tion at Massachusetts Mills. 

Fall River, Mass., October 18.—Contrary to 
expectations of manufacturers, and mucr 
to the surprise of the public in general, the 
striking weavers continue to manifest a 
decided opposition to resuming work under 
the terms offered some weeks ago. Though 
there are hardly 30,000 out of 56,000 looms in 
operation the idleness, seems to run in 
streaks. In the northern section of the city, 
where the Border City, Sagamore, Narragan- 
sett, Weetamore and Mechanics’ mills are 
located, there are hardly fifty weavers 
working. In the eastern section, where the 
Stafford, Hargraves, Fitint, Wampanoag, 
Bernard, Seaconnett and Cornell mills are, 
fully nine-tenths of the looms are running 
and early all of the old weavers are in 
charge. The Hargrave’s No. 2, and the 
Chase mill, in the southeastern part of the 
town, have not ten weavers at work in 
them. A little closer to the center of the 
city the Robertson mill has but few weav- 
ers, while the Davol mill, directly across the 
street, has 600 looms running out of a pos- 
sible 1,100. The Tecumseh and Richard Bor- 
den mills, in the same vicinity, have only 
half of their looms running; less than, an 
eighth of a mile away, the Pocasset and Dur- 
fee mills are operating every loom, and the 
Union and Granite mills are gaining weav- 
ers every day. The Calumet had every 
weaver at work this morning. 

On the river front the iron works mills 
are running in full at a 10 per cent cut in 
wages, while across the road the American 
Linen mills are running nearly full under 
the reduction, In the southern part of the 
city, the Borne mills are running with 
every weaver “at his place, while at the 
Shove mill, situated hardly 500 yards dis- 
tant, only a third of the looms are running. 
The Conacut mill is shut down, the Osborne 
mill, No. 1, has only about thirty-five looms 
at work. Osborne No. 2 is shut down and the 
Slade mill shows a gain. The King. Philip 
is running about 1,200 looms. 

A great many of the strikers returned, 
but a large portion left the city and they 
are not expected to return until a more 
settled condition exists. The manufacturers 
are at a loss to account for the erratic 
actions of the weavers. In some instances 
the mills which paid the lowest wages and 
were operating the poorest looms are the 
ones in which the weavers rush into their 
old places. The Hargrave’s mill No. 2 is 
practically idle, despite the well-known fact 
that the wages there average 10 per cent 
higher than in mill No. 1. 

The strikers will march tomorrow to the 
eastern part of the city and will endeavor 
to induce a further resistance among the 
weavers who have gone back to their old 
places. The Union is doing nothing towards 
affecting a settlement. No letters have been 
sent to manufacturers and no further ap- 
peals have been made to the public. 

The manufacturers are rattled. The sec- 
retary of their organization says some st 
will be taken immediately to shut down t 
mills for another period were it wenmanhen. 
The strikers do not want to return to work 
apparently. The margin in the market has 
fallen from 8 to 75 cents since the spinners 
accepted the compromise reduction and the 
demand for the product does not include 
the decline im prices.

Something About Venezuela. 
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Washington, October 18.—(Special.)—Al- 
ready the international ~character of the 
Atlanta exposition is established. 

The republic of Venezuela has decided to 
be fully represented there. 

This fact has astonished even the govern- 
ment officials who had hardly looked for 
official government dsiplays. Now that Ven- 
ezuela has decided upon this step, there re- 
mains no doubt but that each of the other 
South American republics will be repre- 
sented. " 

This news was communicated to the 
state department by United States Minis- 
ter Hazelton, who states that the Vene- 
zue @m government is entering into this 
scheme with great enthusiasm and that 
the display will be of a character highly 
creditable to that government, It is prob- 
able that the government will erect a 
special building for the exhibit. 

Semething About Venezuela. 

The republic of Venezuela has an area offi- 
cially stated at 599,538 square miles, it be- 
ing thus three times the size of France and 
of Germary, five times that of Italy and, 
excepting Russia, larger than any of the 
European nations. 

Its coast line has an extent of 1,876 miles, 
indented by five gulfs. The territory of the 
republic is divided into three belts, viz: 
The cultivated, the pastoral and the wooded. 
In the first there are cultivated coffee, co- 
coa, sugar cane, bananas, cotton, indigo, 
cocoa nuts, Indian corn and all the pro- 
ducts of the torrid zone, and many of those 
of the temperate zone, such as rice, wheat, 
barley, etc. The cultivated regions are 
mostly made up of extensive *valleys, sur- 
rounded by hign mountains and watered by 
abundant .rivers.. The pasture lands are 
vast plains, where many kinds of grasses 
grow, and which are, in many places, tra- 
versed by rivers, some of which are navi- 
gable. "The wooded belt is situated near the 
Orinoco, and contains very rich gold mines. 
Hcre are produced, without the necessity 
of cultivation, caoutchouc, sarsaparilla, di- 
vi-divi, the tonka bean, copaiba and other 
articles much prized in foreign markets. 
The great mountain chain of the Andes, 
which commences to the west of the straits 
of Magellan, after skirting the entire Pa- 
cific coast of South America, sends out two 
of its ranges towards Venezuela, their great 
altitudes furnishing varied climates. in 
the 1,876 miles of her coast line Venezuela 
has fifty inlets and thirty-two ports, be- 
sides numerous anchorages. Among these 
ports there are some which could well give 
anchorage to the combined fleets of Europe. 
The territory of Venezuela is traversed by 
1,047 rivers, the longest of all being the 
Orinoco, which is one of the greatest of the 
world. Its length is 1,475 miles, almost en- 
tirely navigable, and ir. some places being 
twelve miles wide. Its narrowest part is in 
front of Bolivar city, and it there meas- 
ures 3,000 feet in width, which is one-fourth 
of its average width. The Orinoco has 436 
tributaries, rendering navigation to the 
neighboring republic of Colombia easy, and 
the branch called the Casiquiare unites it 
with the river Negro, a great tributary to 
the Amazon, so that from the mouth of the 
Orinoco on he Atlantic, there is established 
the extensive water communication which 
crosses Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, Bol- 
ivia, Peru, and which reaches as far as 
Brazil. 

The Climate of Venezuela. 

‘There are only two seasons in Venezuela, 
summer and winter. The first is dry, and 
the latter rainy; but the trees retain their 
verdure and produce the entire year, as if 
it were a perpetual spring. 

The climate of Venezuela is varied. On the 
coast it is hot, but there are never failing 
breezes, and on the highlands it is cool and 
delightful, and there are locajities where 
the mountains are covered with eternal 
snows. Although Venezuela is situated in 
the tropic zone. the temperature does not 
rise as far as it does in the corresponding 
latitudes of North America. ‘ihe average 
heat reaches 80 degrees on the coast and the 
highest temperature felt on the highlands 
is 71 degrees, Fahrenheit. In some parts of 
the coast the climate is not healthful, but 
in the rest of the country it cannot be sur- 
passed 


Venezuela is one of the richest republics 
of South America, as regards natural re- 
sources,, and easy means of developing 
them; for, although its territory is crossed 
by the mountain systems their configura- 
tion presents many practicable ways of 
communication with the plains and valleys. 


The greatest wealth of Venezuela consists : 


in her agriculture, and 
her principal products. 
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mals in the country, against only 3,302,672 
in 1873. 

The population of Venezuela, according 
to the census of 1891 was 2,333,527, an in- 
crease of 248,282 over the census of 1881. 

The native Indian population is estimated 
at 326,000, of which number 240,000 are civil- 
ized. The republic is divided into nine large 
states (each subdivided into sections, or dis- 
tricts), a federal district, five territories 
and two national settlements. 

Venezuela ‘abounds in mines of gold, sil- 
ver, copper, iron, lead, quicksilver, coal, 


salt, petroleum, asphalt, kaolin and several 


other minerals. The hand of man has hard- 
ly touched the smallest part of that great 
wealth. There are only in active operation 
some gold mines in Guiana, belonging to 
native and foreign companies; those of 
copper in Tucacas, which belong to an Eng- 
lish company; the coal mines of Naricual, 
owned by the family of the ex-president, J. 
G. Monagas, and those of copper of Caru- 
pano, worked by an American company. The 
total value of the mineral output in 1886 
was 28,560,500 bolivares, of which 24,070,322 
was of gold. The gold mines of Yuruari are 
considered among the richest of the world. 
From 1887 to 1990 they produced respectively 
95,352 ounces, 71,594 ounces, 87,159 ounces and 
83,608 ounces. It may be said that their 
working is just beginning, nevertheless 
their annual output now amounts to $11,000,- 
000. 
A Good System of Instruction. 

Primary instruction is gratuitous and 
obligatory. The nation maintains 1,415 
schools, and there are besides municipal and 
private schools, national and private col- 
leges, two universities, and the Academy of 
Arts and Trades. There were in 1890 in the 
various public and private schools 100,026 
scholafs of both sexes. The proportion of 
thos?’ receivirig education in Venezuela is 
ard -six for each 1,000 inhabitants. There

The e afe several rail lines already com- 
pleted and others are being actively con- 
structed by English, American and German 
eompanies Among the latter are the Cen- 
tral railroad (Ferrocarril Central), which 
will unite Caracas with the capital of the 
state of Carabobo and will be 240 kilemeters 
in length, and the great Venezuelan rail- 
roads (Gran Ferrocarril de Venezuela) about 
300 kilometers in length, starting from Cara- 
cas, with its terminus in the city of San 
Carlos, on the plains of the republic. The 
length of the railways now in operation is 
282 miles and 1,240 miles are projected or 
under construction. An American company 
has already undertaken to build a cable 
road between Caracas and the near-by- 
port of La Guaria, cutting through Mount 
Avila by a costly tunnel. Venezuela has, 
furthermore, good telephone and telegraph 
service and is connected by cable with Eu- 
rope and the United States. The length of 
the telegraph lines is 3,596 miles and the 
number of offices usetl in the service is 102. 
At the end of 1890 there were in the republic 
seventy-four foot and horse post routes 
three railway, four river and nine ocean 
routes. In the year 1889-90 the amount of 
business transacted by the 172 post routes 
consisted of 6,071,365 letters, packages, etc. 

A State of Political Peace. 

Venezuela having, as is hoped, reached the 
period of firm and fruitful peace, with the 
assurance of her liberties, begins to attract 
to her rich soil a current of industrious im- 
migrants, to whom the government offers 
great inducements. Agriculture, cattle rais- 
ing, mining and commerce attract not only 
laborers, but also great capital, to which 
some American corporations contribute. 
Foreigners are very well received and tregt- 
ed in Venezuela. The greatest fortunes in 
the country have been made by foreigners. 
Venezuela is one of the South American 
republics which have most largely increased 
their commerce with the United States 
in the last decade. In 1880 there 
were exported fo the United States 
products to the amount of $6,040,000 and im- 
ported merchandise to the value of $2,270,000. 
In 1889 her exports to the United States 
amounted to more than $10,000,000, and she 
bought in the same period merchandise 
valued at $500,000, which is more than she 
annually sells to and buys from England, 
Germany, France and other nations of Eu- 
rope. The direct steamship communication 
existing between Venezuela and the United 
States has brought this about, and the 
friendly rations, daily growing closer, 
which unite the two republics, efficaciously 
contribute to the progressive growth of their 
mutual commerce.

The Building It Will Have at the Great 
Exposition. 


THE HANDSOMES? ON THE GROUNDS 


And It Harmonizes More with the 
Other Buildings Than 


THE ONE NOW ON THE CHICAGO GROUNDS 


The Exterior View of the Building and » 
Description of Its Architecture. 
All on One Floor. 


Washington, October 18.—(Special.)—Here 
is the architects’ plans of the exterior view 
of the government building for the Cotton 
States and International exposition to be 
held in Atlanta next fall. 

The plans were drawn under the super- 
vision of Acting Supervising Architect 
Charles E. Kemper, who is the representa- 
tive of the treasury department on the g0v- 
ernment board of the exposition. 

This plan has been approved by the archi- 
tect’s office and the secretary of the treas- 
ury. It must, however, haye the approval 
of the postmaster general and the secretary 
of the interior before it can be finally adopt- 
ed and submitted to contractors for bids, 
But the approval of these two cabinet of- 
ficers is merely a matter of form. The 
plans of the architect are always accepted. 

The building is 260 feet by 180 feet, though 
the entrances on the four extreme ends, 
sixty feet im Width, are ten feet additional. 

The main portion of the building is one 
story, twenty-five feet to the eaves. The 
central, or clear story, of the building is 
forty feet to the eaves. This is in the shape 
of a cross. In other words, the building 
is of rectangular shape, flanked by four 
round towers extending up to a height of 
forty feet, with the main entrance project- 
ing, and a clear story in the shape of a c. 083 
extending above the rectangle. This ciear 
story rises fifteen feet above the main 
story affording its windows perfect light ang 
ventilation. 

The main central tower rising to a height 
of a hundred feet is capped by «a 
room and platform to be used by the signal 
service bureau and for « naval searchlight. 

At the two main entrances of the building 
there are offices and reception rooms, but 
in the main building there are no divisions 
except those which will be made by the sev- 
eral departments to divide their respective 
exhibits. The interior of the building ig 
open to the roof, there being no galleries, 
and in construction similar to those de 
signed by Mr. Gilbert. 

The exterior of the building is covered 
with shingles, roof, sides and front, and 
will harmonize with the other buildings on 
the ground, both in general design and con- 
struction. 

The government building being placed on 
the highest site and having a commanding 
position, will undoubtedly be the most im- 
posing structure on the grounds. It will 
harmonize with the other buildings and, 
therefore, is more appropriate for the great 
show than the buildinge which now stands 
on the world’s fair grounds in Chicago. 

This building will cost $50,000 and the ex- 
hibits which are to be placed in it will be 
gotten together by the government commis- 
sion at an expense of $150,000. 

The commission which will have charge 
of this display is composed of the very Lest 
and most learned men under the different 
departments of the government. They have 
had much experience and it is their idea 
to give Atlanta even a better government 
exhibit than that displayed at the world’s 
fair. 

The building is a beauty and the exhibit 
inside will be the finest the government has 
ever made. E. W, B.

IN WHICH THE LAW IS DISCUSSED. 


He Says a State Has No Right to Destroy 
the Business of the Federal Govern- 
ment for Its Own Benefit. 


Washington, October 18.—Secretary Car- 
lisle has forwarded to. Attofney General 
Olney for his decision the letter of Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Miller, which pre- 
sents in detail the questions raised be- 
tween Governor Tillman, of South Carolina, 
and the United States as to the jurisdiction 
of each in the enforcement of the South 
Carolina dispensary law. The letter is as 
follows: 

“Washington, D. C., October 16, 1894—Hon. 
John G. Carlisle. Secretary of the Treasury 
—Sir: I enclose herewith a letter from Gov- 
ernor Tillman, of South Carolina, and a 
printed copy forwarded by him of the state 
dispensary law, and I have the honor to 
request that the same may be submitted 
to the honorable attorney general for his 
opinion as to the course which should be 
taken by this office in the event of seiz- 
ures by state officers or confiscation under 
the dispensary law, of distilled spirits de- 
posited in distillery bonded warehouses 
under the internal revenue laws. 

“It is proper to state that the acquies- 
cence by this office in the course proposed to 
be taken would be the probable complete 
destruction of the bonded warehouse sys- 
tem within the state, the consequent cessa- 
tion of the business of manufacturing dis- 
tilled spirits under the internal revenue laws 
and the loss to the United States of fur- 
ther income from that source. 

‘The desperate la@, it appears, has been 
construed by the staf® supreme court as not 
absolutely prohibiting the manufac- 
ture and sale of distilled spirits. 
But it appears also that under the 
law a distiller in the state cannot sell his 
product to private persons within the state, 
nor, if I rightly apprehend the provisions of 
the third section, to private persons to be 
shipped out of the state, but only to state 
commissioners or to persons outside of the 
state and under regulations which would 
seriously inconvenience the shipper. Under 
guch restrictions there would hardly be 
any further lawful production of distilled 
spirits within the state. No distiller would 
be willing to produce an article to be sold 
only on compulsion to a single purchaser, 
and at the price fixed by him. 

“The question is broadly presented wheth- 
er a state can so legislate as incidentally 
to deprive the United States of one of the 
declared sources of revenue, and it appears 
to me a proper matter for the consideration 
of the highest law officers of the govern- 
ment. 

“The supreme court in MoCulloch vs. 
Maryland, 4 Wheat, 316, declared that ‘the 
states have no power by taxation or other- 
wise, to retard, impede, burden or in any 
manner control the operations of the con- 
stitutional laws enacted by congress to car- 
ry’ into effect the powers vested in the 
national government. And in Hannibal 
and St. Joseph Railroad Company _ vs. 
Husen, 95 United States, 465, it was held 
that neither the unlimited powers of a state 
to tax nor any of its large police powers 
can be exercised so as to work a practical 
assumption of the powers conferred by the 
constitution upon congress, and in numerous. 
other cases it has held to the same effect. 

“On the other hand, in such cases as the 
Boston Beer Company vs. Massachusetts, 
$7 United States, 25, the right of the state 
to absolutely prohibit the manufacture and 
gale of intoxicating liquors was upheld. 

“Applying what appears to be the estab- 
lished law to the present case, it would 
seem that, while the state of South Carolina 
has the right in the exercise of its po- 
lice power to prohibit the manufacture of 
and the traffic in distilled spirits within 
the state, it is doubtful if tt has the right, 
without prohibiting the manufacture or 
traffic, to practically take possession of the 
business in all its details and to earry it on 
and through its own agencies for its own 
profits, thus perhaps forcing the United 
States to surrendg@r the income divided by it 
from a source heretofore relied upon. It 
follows, of course, that if one state may do 
this all may, and the police power of the 
states will have been ‘so exercised ag to 
work a practical assumption of the powers 
of congress,’ and to impede, burden and 
control the operation of its laws.’ ‘ 

“You will note that the governor pro- 
posed to recognize the lien of the United 
States upon the spirits in the warehouse for 
the taxes due thereon and to pay the same. 

‘The law (sections forty-eight and fifty 
of the act of congress, August 28, 1894) lim- 
its the right of the withdrawal of spirits 
from warehouse to the distiller himeelf. 
The state now proposes to personate the 
distiller. Such authority has been denied 
by United States courts to state officers. 
See McCulloch, Jr., vs. Henry Large, United 
States circuit court, western district of 
Pennsylvania, at the May term, 1884, Jus- 
tice Bradley, of the supreme court, con- 
curring. 

“It is to be observed also that it fre- 
quently happens that.a distiller is indebted 
to the government in a sum greater than 
the tax upon the spirits themselves then in 
warehouse. Such indebtedness ts by section 
3251 Reserved Statutes declared to be a 
lien upon the property and rights to proper- 
ty of the distiller. The taking of such spir- 
its by the state in the manner proposed 
might easily impair, if not destroy, the abil- 
ity of the government to collect its debts. 

“For my own guidance I wish to be par- 
ticularly advised whether or not I may law- 
fully ¢c nt to permit the withdrawal of 
spirits in bonded warehouses in the state of 
South Carolina upon seizure therein by the 
state and the tender of the tax to the col- 
lector, or upon judgment of forfeiture by 
the state coure. 

“Governor Tillman personally yesterday 
requested an early reply to this inquiry. 
He wag told, however, that the. matter is 
under consideration and will be disposed of 
as soon ag possible. Respectfully yours,

GONE INTO LIQUIDATION. 


The Lookeut Mountain Property the 
Subject of Liquidation. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., October 18.—(Special.) 
In chancery this morning T. T. Wilson, a 
creditor, and P. F. Jones, a stockholder 
of the Lookout Mountain Consolidated Com- 
pany, filed a bill alleging the insolvency 
of that corporation and seeking to wind it 
up. The property involved is Lookout inn, 
with all the furniture, the furnishings of 
the Lookout Mountain house and $806,000 
of. stock of the Lookout Mountain Land 
Company, the stock being owned by fhe 
corporation. The bil! recites that the com- 
pany owes the Union Trust Company, of 
Philadelphia, about $45,000, C. L. Hinchman 
about $15,000, Chattanooga National bank 
$6,000, besides a floating debt due to resident 
ereditors of about $10,000 and to foreign 
creditors an amount exceeding this sum. 
Securing some of these debis the creditors 
have certain bonds of the corporation, be- 
ing part of an issue of $150,000 secured by 
a deed of trust upon the hotcl property, 
executed in September, 1898. The bill 
charges as to the rights and priorities of 
the different claimants that the Tennessee 
creditors, whose debts accrued prior to this 
deed of trust, are to be first paid out of the 
assets. As to the bonds themselves, the 
position is taken that they were issued 
for the sole purpose of paying the purchase 
price of the hotel and property, and that 
the corporation has, without authority, 
used them for other and different purposes 
not authorized. A feceiver will be ap- 
pointed.

Augusta, Ga., October 18.—(Special.)—Mr. 
F. T. Lockhart returned from Atlanta to- 
day where he purchased rails for a road 
in south Georgia running from Woodbury 
to Meldrim, a distance of fourteen miles.

It splits 
the territory between the Central and the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
roads, or all that country between the 
Ogeechee and Nacoochee:rivers. The road- 
bed is now graded and tied, and the work 
of laying the rails will commence at once. 
They were purchased from the Smith & 
Kilby Co., of Anniston, Ala.* The prime 
promoter of the road is Mr, J. N. Wood, 
of the..firms of: Greig, Jonés & Wood, of 
Savannah, and of Wood & Co., of Pinora. 
He is the largest turpentine and naval 
stores dealer in the state. 

Trouble with Small Litigants. 

For some time past there has been a 
growing sentiment in police circles here 
against the peace warrant transactions 
of the magistrate courts. Negroes are very 
frequently brought before the recorder for 
violations of the peace and ordinary little 
scraps and fined $2 or $3. In many cases 
it. turns out that the same negroes have been 
‘yefore some magistrate and compelled to 
pay for peace warrants, which one will 
cross upon the other until all the principals 
are entirely surrounded by a reguiar wall 
of legal promises that no law shall be violat- 
ed. The average negro loves nothing bet- 
ter than to go to law, and, of course, these 
petty courts are able and willing to accom- 
modate them. It is more than. probable 
that a bill will be introduced in the next 
legislature for the abolition of the justices’ 
power in such cases, making them return- 
able to the recorder, thus accomplishing the 
true object of punishing the culprit and, 
at the same time, saving him four or five 
dollars. 

It is understood that there are only two 
or three cases where warrants for good be- 
havier are necessary, and these the bill 
will make returnable to the city court.

WHO DIED AT THE AGE OF EIGHTY-FIVE 


Jodge Lawson’s Campaign in the Eighth. 
Matters Before the Superior Court—The 
Alliance Bookkeeper on Trial 


Athens, Ga., October 18.—(Special.)—Daw- 
son Patman, an old negro man who had 
reached the age of eighty-five, died here to- 
day. His death brings up a story connect- 
ed with the place upon which he lived which 
is full of interest. 

For many years he had lived in an oid 
cabin on Prince avenue, which had almost 
collapsed beneath the touch of time. He 
was devotedly attached to the place and 
when the sr 0 Park and Improvement 
Company purchased all the land around 
him he would not sell his acre lot, al- 
though a very extravagant bid was made 
for it. It is situated alongside the entrance 
to the park, but the old negro would not 
part with it. 

He had a reason for it in addition to the 
home ties that bound him to it. The chain 
of superstition was linked about it and the 
old negro believed in the story that had 
been handed down to him. The tradition 
is that fully a century ago, an old Indian 
squaw lived on that spot and with her was 
a bright-eyed little girl that bore the feat- 
ures of the Anglo-Saxon. The old Indian 
had stolen her from her parents, who lived 
in V nia, and had sought a hiding place 
in this place, which was then uninhabited 
by the white man. 

Here lived these two for many years until 
one night, in a raging storm, the girl dis- 
appeared and the old squaw could never find 
her again. So devoted was she to the child 
that in her grief she put an end to her 
life. Before dying, however, she proncunced 
the ground upon which she had lived as sa- 
cred and forbade it ever being sold to any 
one under penalty of a terrible curse be- 
falling the person who svld it. 

This old tradition is covered with the 
dust of time and is merely a tradition after 
all. Whether the old negro had any regard 
for the wishes of the old Indian is not 
known, but it is certain that he would not 
sell the place. 

Judge Lawson Here.

Every one 
of the hotels of the city are crowded to 
their utmost capacity, and the commit- 
tee on entertainment found it necessary, 
even before all the delegates had ar- 
rived, to make arrangements with pri-

All this shows that the white man,

saved the life of the victim of day be- 
fore yesterday but the instant mobiliza- 
tion of troops, and if that had been im- 
practicable, owing to geographical rea- 
sons, there would have been a genuine, 
old-time lynching bee. 

It is probable, however, that some 
will argue that credit is due for the 
fact that the soldiers were so trained 
that they readily fired upon their neigh- 
bors, resulting in the death of three per- 
sons and the wounding of several others. 
This, they will argue, is a point in ¢4d- 
vance of the south. Such an assump- 
tion, however, would be incorrect, for 
no finer instance of military discipline 
was ever given than the defense of the 
Birmingham jail by Colonel Jones, now 
governor of Alabama. In that defense 
nine of the best citizens of that city 
were killed, and the number of wounded 
has never been fully computed. 

The whole business resolves itself in- 
to this: That in all sections of our 
country authority is equally respected; 
that in isolated sections, where authority 
cannot be instantly called upon, lynch 
law, whether rightfully or wrongfully, 
will adjudicate when ‘certain offenses 
are committed: and that in all sections 
alike the mob will make short work of 
offenders who cannot control them- 
selves, 


The Joint Standard. 
A very able Georgia editor, with 
whom The Constitution has had some 
discussion, makes this remark: 


We think the people of Georgia will have 
a fairer chance of arriving at a wise deci- 
sion in this matter if The Constitution will 
openly advocate the currency policy which 
it believes in, and not disguise it under 
an advocacy of another policy which it 
must itself regard as merely a temporary 
expedient. Why should it make a cam- 
paign for the free coinage of silver at the 
16 to 1 ratio, if, in fact, it objects to all 
metallic money and believes in a flat cur- 
rency? We see no reason, except that it 
is conscious of being able to obtain support 
for a free coinage proposition where it 
could obtain none for a proposition to go 
to the paper basis, and yet believes that 
free coinage is but a step towards the 
inauguration of a new paper money era in 
this country. 


We do not perceive how this helps 
the attitude of our contemporary, who 


vate houses for the overflow from the 
hotels.

There must be new hotels—arrange- 
ments must be made for sleeping apart- 
ments which will care for the people 
by the thousand, and private houses 
must prepare in advance for the enter- 
tainment of thousands of visitors, Who 
must be well cared for. 

The problem is a serious one, but not 
too serious for Atlanta. No obstacle has 
yet been presented in the development 
of the city that was not promptly sur- 
mounted by the energy, the push and 
the determination of our people. But 
there is no time to be lost. The exposi- 
tien directors should take the matter in 
hand at once and appoint a committee 
of our best citizens to discuss the ques- 
tion of the proper entertainment of the 
vast throng of people who will visit 
Atlanta during the exposition. 

It is very important that some steps 
should be taken toward securing suita- 
ble accommodations near the exposition 
grounds for the entertainment, not only 
of exhibitors and concessionaries, but 
also of a large number of people who 
will prefer to be located near the 
grounds. It is probable that more than 
a thousand exhibitors and concession- | 
aries will prefer accommodations with- 
in close proximity to the work which 
will keep them busy fot more than 
four months. Those who are most n- 
timate with the details of the exposi- 
tion management are confident that a 
hotel of from five hundred te a thou- 
sand rooms, built near the grounds, 
could be easily filled during the exposi- 
tion season. It is certain that ample 
hotel accommodatiédns must be built 
hear the grounds. It is also positive 
that there must be a decided increase 
of the hotel facilities of the city. , Our 
real estate owners and capitalists should 
take this matter into consideration at 
once. . Plans for enlarged accommoda- 
tions should be prepared without fur- 
ther delay, and by the ist of January 
Atlanta labor should be engaged in 
building new structures, and in remodel- 
ing old ones on such a scale as to give 
ready assurance te the world that the 
city can take care of from fifteen to 
twenty thousand visitors, just as com- 
fortably as it can now accommodate 
one thousand. 


The Ohio Lynchers, 

There is a world of revelations ia the

In the rural districts of the south- 
ern states, where people live far apart, 
rendeying isolated dwellers insecure so 
far as the presence of officers Is con- 
cerned, lynch law has been resorted 
to as the punishment of certain crimes. 
It has been felt that the protection of 

women was the first and highest duty 
of the hour; that the swift punishment 
of offenders against them was neces-

evidently believes that the character 
of the currency is of more importance 
than the prosperity of the people, and 
who would rather see depreciated val- 
ues, prices and wages and deepening 
business depression than to see what 
he is pleased to term a “depreciated 
currency.” 

We do not see why our contemporary 
should try'to leave the impression ca 
its readers that The Constitution is in 
favor of inconvertible paper. We do net 
understand that Mr. Calhoun was in 
favor of a currency with no meiallic 
basis, and yet that great man Knew and 
announced in the senate sixiy years ago 
that the quantity of money in circula- 
tion determined its value. He declared 
that as the quantity of money in c'!r- 
culation swas increased or decreased 
prices rose or fell. ‘These uiterances of 
Mr. Calhoun have recently been brought 
forth to bolster up the arguments of 
the gold monometallists, but, #s a mat- 
ter of fact, they are directly opposed to 
the whole theory of the gold standard. 

Mr. Calhoun knew that all money is 
fiat to the extent of its use as money, 
his announcement of the quantitativ 
principle was an assurance of his knowl- 
edge on that point; but it does not fol- 
low that he was opposed to or objected 
to a metallic basis for money. Were 
he alive today, he would oppose with 
all his power, all his eloquence and afl 
his logic, the present system of hnan- 
cial robbery and oppression. 

The currency of a country is not an 
end but a means to an end. As money 
is wholly and altogether the creation of 
law, it follows that it should be made 
to conform to the demands and necessi- 
ties of the people. As Mr. Calhoun 
said, when it is in the power of a few 
people either to decrease or ipcrease 
the volume of currency for their own 
profit, the prosperity of the people is 
made the plaything of speculation. The 
spoliation that takes the place of a 
money squceze, such as the people of 
this country are now experiencing, ought 
to be resented by every man who has 
a spark of honesty or patriotism left in 
his heart. 

But it does not follow because The 
Constitution is opposed to the present 
system, and is enabled to demolish the 
arguments of those who favor it, that 
we regard an irredeemable paper cur- 
rency as the safest and best for the peo- 
ple. We said the other day that it 
would be a happy day for the people 
when every dollar in gold goes out of 
the country—not because we are op- 
posed to the use of gold as‘ money, but 
because we are opposed to the use of 
gold alone as the standard of value—be- 
cause it means ruin to every industrial 
and business interest in this country 
to have the products of human labor 
debased and depreciated by measuring 
their value by a standard that is con- 
stantly growing dearer. 

The going out of our gold would in- 
vyolve the suspension of gold payments 
at the treasury—they are already prac- 
tically suspended for large amounts in 
the New York banks—and at least a 
temporary relief from gold valuations. 
There would be a premium on gold, and 
prices would rise. Our paper money 
would be no longer redeemable in gold 
even in theory. All the legal tender 
currency is hoarded in the banks of the 
‘great money centers of the north and 
east, but when a premium appears on 
fold, this currency will be gradually

‘The 
only period of the seventeen years at 
all comparable with the present was 
the few months after the close of the 
war before a sufficient supply of green- 
backs had ‘been poured into the chan- 
nels of trade and business. 

From 1865 to 1878 we had what some 
of our esteemed contemporaries are 
pleased to term a “debased” and “de- 
preciated” currency. That is to say, 
the money with which the people paid 
their debts and carried on their business 
was not at par with either gold or sil- 
ver. We do not say that the green- 
back system was the best currency sys- 
tem, but we do say that it was then, 
and would be now, a far better system 
than that which is based on the single 
gold standard. We do not say that the 
single silver standard furnishes the best 
currency system, but it would be a hun- 
dred fold better for the people than the 
present system. 

The Constitution hopes that it is mak- 
ing its position clear to the editor whose 
remarks are quoted at the head of this 
article. It prefers an _ irredeemable 
greenback currency to the gold stand- 
ard; it prefers silver to gold as a stand- 
ard of value; but, in preference to all 
these, it advocates the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of both gold and silver as 
the standard money of the country—the 
money of final redemption; the joint 
standard that has kept and will keep 
prices and values on a just and stable 
level; the alternating standard that pre- 
vents the dearer metal from becoming 
the measure of values; the standard of 
justice and equity that has been justi- 
fied by the world’s experience. 


Land in the Soath, 

A correspondent writes to say that 
the idea obtains in the west that land 
cannot be purchased at reasonable rates 
in Georgia and the south, “and this,” 
says our corréspondent, “which amounts 
to belief, is keeping good settlers away.” 

It would be interesting to know just 
how such an idea became prevalent. It 
is probably nothing more than a rmnor 
started by some western hewspaper, 
unfavorable to the south; for it is well 
known that good land can be had in 
Georgia on the most reasonable terms; 
and people from the west, who now re- 
side here, can testify as to its cheap- 
hess and worth. 

No sensible man should settle his 
preferences by a mere rumor. It is, 
of course, to the interest of western and 
other local newspapers to throw ob- 
stacles in the way of intending immi- 
grants; but a little inquiry at the proper 
source. would settle all their doubts and 
prove the fallacy of the idea that “four 
prices are asked for good land in the 
south,” as our correspondent puts it. 

Our immigration literature is within 
reach of all; but person$ who ‘are dis- 
posed to doubt can settle the matter to 
their own satisfaction by personal in- 
vestigation. All rumors to the effect 
that exhorbitant prices are @sked for 
land in Georgia or elsewhere in the 
south, jare without ‘foundation. Tie 
very best inducements are offered to im- 
migrants, and all who have east their 
fortunes with us are eontent to remain.

A General Endorsement. 

The press of the state has been doing 
good work in favor of the proposed ju- 
venile reformatory. For years past the 
necessity for such an institution has 
been felt, but the prominent manner in 
which The Constitution has placed it, 
accompanied by a strong array of facts, 
has centered public thought in this great 
beneficial reform, and a general endorse- 
ment is the result.

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Why Gold Is Exported. 


Mr. Horace White, the editor of The 
New York Evening Post, days that 
“people should look upon an exportation 
of gold, when it is due to commercial 
causes, just as they would upon the ex- 
portation of anything else.” 

This is intended to be consoling, but 
before people who understand the situ- 
ation can extract any consolation from 
it, there must be an entire change of 
conditions. In the first place, the ‘“com- 
mercial causes” to which gold exporta- 
tion is now due are entirely abnormal. 
The prices of our staple commodities, 
cotton and wheat, have fallen to 
so low an ebb, that there is not 
a sufficient supply of bills of 
exchange in the importing ° mar- 
kets to transact business between this 
country and Europe. Im other words, 
those who owe money in Europe are 
unable to find a sufficient amount of 
cotton and wheat bills to pay their 


debts over there and, consequently, they | 


have to supply the deficiency by ‘ex- 
porting the hard cash, which is gold, 
Our exports of cotton have not fallen 
off, but their value has been cut in two. 
We receive from Burope only half the 
amount of money that was sent here to 
pay for cotton four years ago—only one- 
third the amount of money that was 
sent here to pay for wheat four years 
ago. Our exports of cotton and wheat 
are just as large, but Europe is paying 
only half the money that was' received 
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tion of gold is altogether different from 
the exportation of “anything else.” 
When gold goes out we are losing a part 
of our stock of money; we are contract- 
ing the currency to that extent. But 
this is not all. When gold goes out the 
effect is to cut down and narrow the al- 
ready scant basis on which our paper 
currency rests. Gold is our sole stand- 
ard of value; our sole money of final 
redemption. We cannot redeem paper 
notes with gold that is in Europe. 

Mr. White is a marvellous consoler. 
He is satistied to see gold go out because 
it involves another issue of bonds, but 
if he were entirely candid with the ele- 
ment which he represents he would 
assure them that bond issues will only 
aggravate the troubles that the single 
gold standard has brought upon the 
people. 


The Change at the Post. 

The Third artillery has left Fort Mc- 
Pherson, Colonel Livingston and ‘the 
headquarters of the regiment being the 
last to go. They arrived in St. Augus- 
tine yesterday. Colonel Osborn, of the 
Fifth infantry, with the headquarters of 
that regiment, will arrive in Atlanta 
today. All of the eight companies of 
the regiment will be brought together 
for the first time in twelve years. The 
change brings nearly 500 “blue jackets” 
to Atlanta, and it is entirely probable 
that the Fifth regiment will be retained 
here for several years. Colonel Osborn, 
who is at the head of the regiment, is one 
of the most popular officers of the army, 
and Atlanta is fortunate in having him 
assigned for duty here. 

In this connection The Constitution 
takes occasion to return thanks to Colo- 
nel Livingston, who has been transferred 
for duty at St. Augustine, for his splen- 
did administration of the affairs of the 
post since he has had charge of it. He 
deserves the special thanks of our peo- 
ple for the determination with which 
he ran down the sale of illicit whisky 
to citizens as well as soldiers in the 
neighborhood of the post. When Colo- 
nel Livingston assumed charge at the 
post, the people who lived in that local- 
ity were constantly disturbed by all 
sorts of orgies and interminable disor- 
der.

To the Mexican President. 

President Charles A. Collier yesterday 
sent to President Diaz a strong letter of 
invitation, asking that government to make 
an exhibit in Atlanta. The letter is interest- 
ing to people everywhere in that it gives a 
clear and comprehensive idea of the s 
and purpose of the great show. Following 
is the letter: 

“His Excellency, Porfirio Diaz, President 
of the Republic of Mexico—Sir: The Cotton 
States and International exposition, to be 
held at Atlanta from September 18th to De- 
cember 31, 1895, is intended, first, to be an 
epitome of natural resource and human ef- 
fcrt in the western hemisphere. For the 
rest, it is international in sco and pur- 
pose, and the nations of the old world, as 
well as the new, are invited and expected 
to make exhibits. 

“The first and best result of this enter- 
prise will be, by bringing together the re- 
sources and products of all American coun- 
tries, to stimulate an exchange of com- 
modities and a general expansion of trade, 
which in turn will give a great impetus 
to the development of manufactures. There 
are in each of these countries, important 
products needed by the others and not pro- 
duced by them. 

“Of such resources, Mexico has no in- 
significant share. Her silver, gold, copper. 
coffee, caoutchoue, hides, woods, chicle, 
fruits, tobacco, head, spices, dyestuffs, etc.., 
are current with the merchants in every 
part of the world: While these are now the 
rincipal items of export, you have a long 
ist which is capable of beifig swelled by 
further development, and even a superficial 
acquaintance with the resources of your 
country makes it clear that your exports, 
though comfortably exceeding your imports, 
are but a little of what they’ will be when 
Mexico has reached a state of development 
which the richness and variety of her re- 
sources would seem to promise. It wouié 
be equally olear that increasing Commerce 
between Mexico and the United States must 
come almost exclusively through the south- 
ern po and the connections with mer- 
cantile houses will naturally be with 
nearest and most convenient. For that rea- 
son an exhibit of Mexican resources would 
attract more immediate and more interested 
attention at an exposition in the southern 
states than see held in some remote 
of country.

He is 
a prominent member of the Jackson street 
Methodist church in Lynchburg and su- 
perintendent of the Sunday school. His 
school is said to be one of the best graded 
schools in the country. He waa a delegate 
to the general conference of the Metho- 
dist church at Omaha in 1890, ang also at- 
tended the Washington conference. 

Professor Penn is secretary of the 
Lynchburg Real Estate Loan and Trust 
Company. He is the author of the “Afro 


American Press,”’ a work which gives him

Professor Penn is a mulatto of genteel 
figure, has a good shaped, weli-ba'arced 
head, high forehead, bright eyes and a 
pleasing and intellectual countensnce.

IT 18 COMPOSED OF LEADING CITIZENS 


Who Are Sent to Atianta for the Purpose 
of Viewing and Inspecting the COity- 
Vhe Crematory Will Be Inspected. 


A delegation of New York officials will 
reach Atlanta Tuesday for the purpose of in- 
specing the crematory now in operation at 
the old dumping grounds. 

Some of the most prominent gentlemen of 
New York city are on the delegation and 
during the sojourn of the party in Atlanta 
the members will be shown quite a deal of 
attention by Atlantians. 

Hon. homas L. James, of New York city, 
ex-postmaster general, heads the party with 
Hon: Franklin Edson, an ex-mayor of New 
York; D. Deleganty, supervisor of the port; 
President Wilson, of the board of health, 
and Street Cleaning Commissioner Andrews. 
In addition to being some of the most in- 
tellectual men of the city of New York, the 
delegation represents a large wealth and @ 
long and continued occupancy of office in 
that city. 

The cleanliness of Atlanta and the manner 
in which the city is made free from all ob- 
jectionable matter has gone into the coun- 
cils of the largest city in the union and a 
desire to successfully handle the problem 
has caused the appointment of the commit- 
tee with instructions to visit Atlanta and 
ascertain what can be adopted in that city. 
In New York, as in other cities, the disposal 
of garbage has challenged the best talent 
of the people and every effort has been 
made to dispose of the offal in some way 
that will not affect the interests of those 
in the section where the garbage finds its 
way or is sent by the city atuhorities. But 
in New York, as in other cities, the question 
has never been solved. The ways and basins 
around that city have been used as recepta- 
cles for garbage, night soil and other re- 
fuse matter, but recently the city authori- 
ties have been informed not only by those 
in control of the water basins, but by the 
health officials of the city of New York 
that the plan must be changed and some 
other method of disposing of the offal must 
be sought. Thousands of dollars have been 
expended. in experimenting but without any 
success. 

Recently the system of Atlanta was 
brought before the health authorities of the 
metropolis and an investigation was begun. 
Requests were made upon the heads of the 
departments in Atlanta for information and 
the more information sent the greater the 
demands for knowledge became. Then a 
member of the board of health came to 
Atlanta and went over the fields. He secured 
all of the rules which emanate from the 
board of health and after making a thor- 
ough inspection personally, returned to New 
York and made a report. That report is said 
to have been an exhaustive per and in it 
Atlanta was highly complimented, the gen- 
tleman asserting that it was the cleanest 
and best kept city in the world. Out of the 
report of the visitor and the subsequent 
discussion of the question the authorities of 
the city decided to vest the powers of a 
complete, official investigation in a commit- 
tee of reliable and leading city officials. 
Acting under that decision the gentlemen 
named were appointed to visit Atlanta and 
make the necessary inquires and obtain the 
requisite information. 

Every member of the committee is whol- 
ly and thoroughly competent to the work 
in hand. Mr. Edson has been mayor of 
the city, and during his administration 
matters of sanitation of the most vital im- 
portance to the city of New York and the 
country generally, came up. He was given 
abundant opportunity to see the result of 
the trials made and to note the inadequacy 
of the remedy offered. It was during his 
term that the country was threatened with 
the importation of cholera, and the great- 
est care was necessary to prevent its com- 
ing. The city was kept cleaner and freer 
from objectionable matter than ever before 
and every effort was made to improve on 
the condition of affairs. In this way many 
experiments were tried, and Mr. Edson 


was given every opportunity to see the 
effect. 
Mr. Delehanty has been supervisor of 


the port for years and naturally knows 
how to keep things clean. It is his duty 
to use every precaution, and that he does 
it, his long tenure of office is sufficient. 

Ex-Postmaster Genera! James is known 
as a gentleman of intelligence and a deep 
student. He has given the matters of san- 
itaion a thorough study, and will form 
one of the most valuable members of the 
commission. 

President Wilson, of the New York board 
of health, is vouched for by the position 
he holds in that city. 

Mr. Andrews, the street cleaning com- 
missioner, has more miles of streets to 
clean every twenty-four hours than any 
man in the country, and ought to know a 
good thing in that line when he sees it. 

That the commission will make a more 
thorough and complete investigation of 
Atlanta’s system than has ever been made. 
even by Atlanta’s own officials, is a cer- 
tainty, and when they make a report . 
lanta may rest upon it. If the New York 
commission as named says that Atlanta’s 
system is a good one, the people of At- 
lanta may rest secure in the belief that 
they are residents of the cleanest and 
healthiest city in the country. The New 
Yorkers are not coming on any junket, and 
they will not be here for the purpose of 
driving over the city and then going home, 
but they will begin work Tuesday morning 
by calling at the health department and 
looking into the office work of the health 
office and the sanitary system as generaily 
handled from the board of health office. 
Then they will inspect the sewer system of 
the city and the flushing work, and take 
in the waterworks to ascertain how the sup- 
ply of water comes for that purpose. They 
will study the street cleaning work and 
see how the night soil, garbage and other 
offal is removed and transferred to the 
dumping. grounds, and look at the destruc- 
tion of all by the crematory. In all of the 
work the gentlemen will be slow and 
careful, and when they begin making their 
report it will be thoroughly reliable and 
accurate. 

Mr. H. A. Andrews, who put up the Dix- 
on crematory in Atlanta, yesterday re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Delehanty, say- 
ing that the New York party would be here 
next Tuesday. 

It is likely that the gentlemen from New 
York wili be paid quite an amount of at- 
tention during their stay in he city. Mayor 
Goodwin will be among those who will 
greet them to the city, and the members 
of the sanitary committee of the general 
council, Mr. Campbell, chairman, Mr. 
Camp and Mr. Welch, of the second ward, 
will give them every attention. Mayor 
Goodwin may appoint a special committee 
of the general council to assist in caring 
for the visitors. The members of the board 
of health, Dr. J. F. Alexander, president, 
Dr. McRea, Dr. Hunter P. Cooper and 
Judge R. T. Dorsey, will do all in their 
power to make their stay pleasant and 
| will assist them in every way possible in 
securing the information in quest of which 
they come. Chief Inspecior Veal, of the 
department, will throw everything open 
for the visitors, and they will be treated 
as Atlanta treats all comers.

STRUCK BY THE ENGINE. 


Narrow Escape of a Young Switch- 
man from a Horrible Death.

decline for the day amounting to 4-64d. 


In New York the spot market was easy,

—5 15-16 being the closing price yesterday. 


The delivery market is also lower, and 
there is but two positions now quoted above 
6c, June and July being the favored months. 
These months closed at 6.01 to 6.02 and 6.04 
to 6.06 respectively .

SUPERIOR “COURT MEETS MONDAY, 
There Are Thirteen Assaults wns Intent 


to Murder—These Are in Jail dnd 
Are Not All of Them, 


When the criminal superior court ts called 
to order on Monday of next week, Judge 
Richard Clark will find himself with one of 
the largest dockets that he has ever had to 


‘contend with, and among them cases that 


have excited the -interest of the entire 
country. 

The only two important cases that have 
been put down upon the calendar as yet are 
those of Herschel V. MeDonald and Alex 
Carr, John Carr and D. E. Bailey. These 
will be calle€@ on Monday, October 27th, 
court meeting on the 22d. 

McDonald is a young fellow not any older 
than Will Myers, and is resting under the 
charge of having murdered an Italiar: by 
the name of Fontano.” McDonald claims 
that he and the Italian had had trouble 
and that as they were walking along the 
street Fontano threatened to kill him and 
drew a knife, whereupon he shot him. An 
open knife was found in Fontano’s pocket. 

The killing of Captain King by Carr has 
been branded by thé witnesses present as 
nearly an assassination. Carr is now at 
work on the uswal ‘racket. He refuses to 
speak to the sheriff and acts altogether in 
a strange, fanatical fashion. The jailers do 
not Selieve that he is crazy, and it is not 
believed that this attempt to “do the ma- 
niac” will prove successful. John Carr ané 
D. E. Bailey have been both indicted with 
Alex Carr, and as his accessories. 

The Myers case will probably be tried 
at the fall term ot the court, though it 
has not been set. It will be called om Mon- 
day, but simply for the purpose of giving it 
& day on the calendar. The incidents con- 
necting with the Crowley killing, the theo- 
ries and all the evidence wp to date have 
been given in full and with accuracy by The 
Constitution, The Brown Allen theory has 
jong ago been dropped by the detectives. 
If there is a Brown Allen all trace of him 
has been lost and he will now go down in 
the annals of criminal history in the Char- 
ley Roes class. 

Among the other cases of interest to be 
called for the fall term on Monday are 
those of James Hicken, alias Clark, and 
Mrs. M. EF. Hicken. Mr. and Mrs. Hicken 
are charged with forgery and swindling 
any number of merchants and hote! people. 
The identity of the woman in the case was 
for a long time simply a matter of con- 
jecture, but a visit to this city by her son 
brought out the fact that she was Mrs. 
Hicken, but the son did not know whether 
she was married to the man who poses as 
her husband or not. She is wanted in sey- 
eral places on the same charge—forgery. 
Her appearance is not that of a sharper, 
but rather, on the other hand, she appears 
to be a woman who is entirely unacquaint- 
ed with the many and devious paths 
through which one is Iikely to be led while 
living among the rank and file of the 
world’s various humanity.

A Dry Geods Firm Suffers Heavy Losses 
from a Clever Thief. 


CAPTURED WITH HIS SOOTY YESTERDAY 


Thief Arrested for Stesling 
Suspenders—A Clever Piece of 
Work ior Chief Connolly. 


Walter Wright, a representative of color- 
ed aristocracy, was carried to the police sta- 
tion last night by Detective Ivy. In the 
arrest of Wright one of the most mysterious 
and systematic robberies that the detec- 
tives have had to deal with recently, is | 
solved. His booty, too, made up of various 
articles of value, was seized. 

For some months different things have 
been. missed from the counters by the clerks 
of the firm of Douglas, Thomas & Davison. 
No clue to the disappearance of the goods 
could be found and the more diligent the 
search the more mysterious the affair ap- 
peared. Articles were taken at various 
times from every department of the store 
and the decrease of the stock was noticea- 
ble. Special watches were employed, but the 
keenest investigation went for naught. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Ed Hatchcock, one 
of the clerks in the furniture department, 
noticed Walter Wright, a colored porter, 
makingg his way from the rear door with a 
suspicious looking package under his arm. 
He wanted to know what it was. The negro 
replied that it was a bundle that he had 
been ordered to carry out. In the mean- 
time, the clerk had sent for a patrolman 
and before the negro could get away from 
the store, he was placed under arrest and 
carried to headquarters. 

In a short while he was taken before 
Justice Bloodworth but the evidence as pre- 
sented was not sufficient to hold him, and 
he was given his liberty again. 

It was a surprise to detective Ivy when 
he learned that ea bailiff had taken the 
prisoner for trial without his knowledge or 
consent. He had been at work upon the case 
during the morning and was assured of the 
porter’s guilt. He reserved the information 
he had obtained, however, and decided to 
search the negro’s house. Late in the after- 
noon he went out to Hunter street, where 
the man lived. He made a remarkable dis- 
covery. The room occupied by the porter 
had the appearance of a variety shop. In 
every corner were large piles of goods. 
Bolts of valuable cloth, silks, satins and 
laces were piled up indiscriminately. An 
extensive assortment of clothing and crock- 
ery was there also. 

With this evidence the detective hurried 
back to the city and placed Wright under 
arrest. 

He denied his guilt emphatically and said 
the things had been brought to his house by 
another negro. The goods, amounting in 
value to nearly $300, were taken to the 
police station, where they were identified 
by several employes of the firm. 


He Snatched Suspenders. 


Luck Carr, supposed to be a notorious 
snatch thief, has been arrested by Detective 
Holcombe. Last week a counter at the 
Giobe Furnishing Company was relieved of 
two boxes of suspenders. Carr, when arrest- 
ed, had some of the articles in his posses- 
sion. The case will be investigated further. 


Back to Savannah. 

Chisholm and Harris, the two men caught 
in Birmingham for skipping bond in Savan- 
nah, will be carried back to that city today 
by Patrolman Powell, of the Atlanta force. 
In locating the men Chief Connolly did a 
clever piece of work, as it was due to his 
efforts that they were captured at last.

Interesting Paper on the “T” Rail. 


Mr. Joel Hurt, president of the Atlanta 
Consolidated, submitted as chairman of 
the committee to make report as toe the 
feasibility of the “T’”’ rail on paved streets, 
the following report: 

*“‘Gentlemen—For reasons unnecessary to 
mention, your committee’s report has been 
prepared with more haste than the subject 
deserves, and you will undoubtedly find it 
incomplete in many details. <A vivid recol- 
lection, however, of the disappointment of 
your members at previous meetings when 
papers have failed to materialize, has em- 
boldened us to present this report in its in- 
complete state, as better than no report at 
all, and as continuing the discussion of a 
subject in which so much interest was ex- 
pressed at the last convention. 

“‘We would preface our report by the ex- 
planation that we have considered the word 
‘satisfactory’ as applying to the point of 
view of the city and the driving public, as 
well as that of the company; and we will 
endeavor to show that the T rail is not only 
satisfactorily used in paved Streets, but 
that it is the best rail for the purpose. The 
tendency of the larger cities in this coun- 
try—in fact we might say in all the cities 
of this country—during the past ten or 
twelve years, has been toward smoother 
and better paved streets, and the general 
public, watching the progress of its city 
officials, has become in many places impa- 
tient o: the action of the street railway 
people in maintaining the old forms of rail 
which make a ridge on the smooth surface 
of a first-class modern street in an Ameri- 
can city. Our travelers have come home 
from England and the continent extolling 
the grooved rail, and our city officials have 
in many cases forced either the English 
grooved rail or tts. American modification 
upon the railway companies. No street 
railway man hankers after the grooved 
rail before he gets it, or enjoys it after he 
has put it in, and he, therefore, fights its 
introduction, demanding to be left alone, 
as he was, with his center-bearing or five- 
inch tram head. What we would show 
him—and through and beyond him his pub- 
lic—is that he can progress in the direc- 
tion of their desires for a smooth street, 
and can give them something: even more 
satisfactory to them than their favorite 
grooved rail. 

“For the street railway man, questions 
of price, joints, quick delivery, competition, 
coal pile and construction, combine to re- 
commend the rail. The old argument for 
the tram head—that the steel paving for 
the: three inches is the cheapest in the end— 
no longer holds good as in these days of 
good street pavements and rapid transit. 
Wagon traffic goes where it belongs—on the 
side of the street. To those who can still 
use the clean-neaded old center-bearing 
rail we can only say, ‘you are lucky dogs,’ 
to most of us it is lost forever. As a sub- 
stitute for this, where old grants are being 
renewed or new ones made, the groved 
headed rail has been, in many. cases hastily 
and, we believe, unadvisedly, .reauired. 
While the suggestion of a T rail, for the 
use in paved streets in cities, is startling 
to the average citizen, alderman, or city 
enginecr, and is in most cases, impatiently 
rejected by them, yet we must recollect 
that the mention of a rail such as steam 
roads use calls up in thelr minds the idea 
of four or five inches of steel] standing up 
above the streets, and of dilapidated plank 
crossings, with half-drawn spikes, and we 
should go patiently to work to teach them 
that as there is more than one way to sup- 
ply motive power to a car, so there is more 
than one way of putting a rail in the street.

made. The writer is familiar with two ex- 
cellent of 56-pound T rail construction 
on chairs, in one of which the pavement 
consists of six-inch cedar blocks, and in the 
other of small three or four-inch cobble 
apres both paved close to the rail with no 

ng. . 

“It may be useful in your erguments with 
city officials in favor of a T rail, as against 
a grooved girder, to insist that a T rail is a 
girder rail with a head differing less from 
that of the grooved girder than this does 
from the tram or center-bearing head. Also 
the substitution, in this country, of the steel 
base and upright member of the girder for 
the wooden stringer, took place before the 
introduction of the grooved rail, and was 
due entirely to different causes and certainly 
has not been brought about by any demand 
for smooth streets originating with the 
cities or citizens. Such substitution is equiv- 
alent to that of steel for wood in buildings. 
The girder is an established fact; the groov- 
ed head, we hope, is merely a passing fancy. 
The grooved rail might easily be a big-head- 
ed T out of which a piece corresponding 
to the groove had been planed. This can 
easily be shown by reference to cross sec- 
tions. And we should bear in mind that if 
we hope to peacefully and with good feeling 
avoid the use of a grooved rail, we must 
do so, not by demanding obstinately what 
we Know in our inmost minds to be reason- 
ably objectionable, to be bad practice, to 
be absolete, but by presenting to the public, 
and educating it up to, a rail which shall, 
from its point of view, as far ahead of the 
grooved rail as that is ahead of the tram 
or center-bearing rail. And we should also 
bear in mind that the public will demand 
and in the long run will secure streets sat- 
isfactory to itself. 

“Your committee has not gone more fully 
into the details of construction from a street 
railway man’s point of view, because these 
must necessarily vary in different localities: 
but it suggests that the progress which has 
been made in girder rail construction in the 
past two or three years should not be lost 
sight of when we secure the T. Have it big 
enough and heavy enough. 

As it may be of use to members of the 
association, your committee has attached to 
this report, in the form of an appendix, a 
list of the street railways which have an- 
swered its queries, together with a synopsis 
of the answers, regretting that, out of 178 
letters sent out with stamped envelope for 
reply, it received but eighty responses, 
and, as above stated, of the ninety-eight 
who failed to come to time, more than fifty 
are using the T rail, but whether ir. paved 
streets or not is unknown.”

Tne Southern railway management is 
rapidly getting all of their bonds and mort- 
gage affairs in fine legal shape, and cover- 
ing all the details in splendid fashion. 

Just after noon yesterday there were filed 
a number of pamphiets relating to the 
transactions recently made by the Southern 
railway. These pamphlets, which are deeds, 
deeds of trust and mortgages, are filed in 
every county where the Southern owns 
railroad interests. — 

The biggest mortgage yesterday was that 
one to cover the new isste of bonds. At a 
meeting of the Southern’s management re- 
cently it was decided to issue $120,000,000 of 
6 per cent gold bonds, known as First Con- 
solidated Mortgage bonds. The mortgage 
was given to the, Central Trust Company, 
of New York. It covers all of the South- 
erns’ properties. 

Another mortgage was that to secure the 
Fast Tennessee reorganization mortgage 
bonds, which were floated to the extent of 
$5,440,000, This mortgage was to the Cefttral 
Trust Company, of New York also. There 
was a deed in this connection from Special 
Master J. W. Caldwell, of the East Tennes- 
to the Southern railway. There was 
filed a receiver’s and trustee’s deed, dated 
July 14th. The party of the first part is 
composed of Samued Spencer, Henry Fink 
and Charles McGhee; the Central Trust 
Company is the party of the second part, 
while the party of the third part is the 
Southern railway.

Governor Northen hag but little more 
than a week to continue in office and he 
has made his preparations to step from 
the executive chair into business without 
the loss of a single day. 

He has secured an elegant pair of rooms 
in the Equitable building, and in a day or 
two his name will be written on the glass 
door as the manager of the Georgia Im- 
migration bureau. The Cffice will be in wait- 
ing for him when he goes out of office as 
governor. 

The legislature meets next Wednesday, 
and shortly thereafter Governor-elect At- 
kinson will be inaugurated. Mr. Atkinson 
has not yet determined on the day on 
which he wishes to be installed into office, 
but it will be only a-very short time after 
the convening of the legislature, possibly 
about November Ist or 2d. 

Governor Northen will gracefully give up 
the reins of state government and will step 
into business at once. He will retain his 
home in Atlanta, having become very much 
attached to the city, but his citizenship 
will be, as it has always been, in Hancock 
county. 

The movement of which Governor 
Northen is to take charge is already as- 
sured of success. Its prime object is the 
development of the farming and mineral 
section of Georgia and securing for the 
state a desirable class of immigrants. The 
governor believes that Georgia is richer in 
possibilities than any other state in the 
south—than any state in the union, and he 
will prove his faith by his work. 

He has a well organized plan by which he 
will advertise the state and put its advan- 
tages before those desiring homes. He has 
secured the co-operation of all the south- 
ern roads, and the executive officers of 
the southern roads are directors in the 
company which he hag formed. They have 
already appropriated quite a sum to be used 
in the movement for advertising. The gov- 
ernor’s idea was that to make an immigra- 
tion scheme succeed, the co-operation of 
the railroads which were to be depended on 
for cheap transportation for desirable im- 
migrants must be had. The roads will work 
in harmony with the governor and parties 
that he will be instrumental in bringing to 
the state will have the advantage of 
lowered railroad rates. 

The governor is very busy in his office 
winding up his official business. Mr. Stan- 
hope Sams, who will be associated with him 
in his new venture, is looking after the de- 
tails of the preparations for the new 
move. The handsome rooms in the Equita- 
ble have been secured and are being put in 
order for occupancy.
